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The first services of this congregation were held on Whitsunday, 
June 5th, 1898, in Lienlokken’s Hall, Fourth and Pearl Streets. The 
congregation was organized September the 9th, 1898, by the mission- 
ary pastor, Rev. Ernest A. Trabert, with nine charter members. The 
mission then moved to the Y. M. C. A. building and a new life given it. 
Rev. Trabert left the field February 28th, 1900, and the present pastor, 
Rev. Arthur C. Carty, began his work on Palm Sunday, April 8th, 1900. 

The congregation entered the Synod at Milwaukee in 1899. The 
fall of the same year a beautiful lot was secured at the corner of Twelfth 
and Ferry Streets for $1,450.00; the corner stone of their new and 
beautiful romanesque church was laid Sunday, September 29th, 1901, 
and the church dedicated Sunday, December 8th, of the same year. It 
is 40x90 feet over all; seats about 400 and cost some $5,500; the con-. 
gregation now numbers 125 and the Sunday School has an enrollment of 
230. The congregation expects to become self-supporting September 1, 
of this year, 
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MINUTES. 


Opening Service. 


The Thirteenth Annual Convention of the English Evan- | 
gelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest was held in the 
English Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Holy Trinity, 
La Crosse, Wisconsin, beginning June 17, 1903, at 10 a.m. 
The convention began with the orders of service for Con- 
fession and Absolution and for the Morning Service, includ- _ 
ing the Holy Communion. The sermon was preached by — 
the President, Rev. G. H. Trabert, D. D. Theme: ‘‘The — 
‘Words of Jesus and the Spirit of the Times.’’ Matt. 16: 
24-27. 

After the service, the President appointed the Comuiit- 
tee on Credentials, consisting of Rev. F. a. en and Rey.

First Session. 
WEDNESDAY, JUNE 17, 1903, 2:15 P. M. 


Synod was formally opened according to the order for 
opening synods by the President. The roll of ministers 
was then called. The Credential Committee then reported 
credentials received for sixteen lay delegates.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Brethren in Christ : 


Another year has passed away and we once more meet é 
in annual convention. Hitherto the hand of God has led us 
and we rejoice because of the blessings with which we have © 


- been favored. It was a year of faithful toil and earnest 


prayer, and while we can not report as large a number of 


newly organized congregations as a year ago, the stakes of 


the Church have been strengthened so that we are prepared 
for a more rapid forward movement during the year before © 
us. We meet in a congregation which is among the first 


fruits of the.Synod’s efforts to.do mission work on its own 
account. . Five years ago two laymen of our Synod gener- 
ously provided the means to start missions in two of the 


leading cities of Wisconsin, one of. which was La Crosse. 
The result of their generosity is this beautiful house of 


worship and a devoted congregation which welcomes 
Synod to its hospitality. 


SURVEY OF THE WORK. 


The past year shows a decided advance in many of our con- a, 
gregations and nearly all have been materially strengthened. . 


_ Difficulties which threatened mischief have been adjusted, 


vacancies have been filled, and the number of pastors present — 


_ applying for admission into the Synod is the largest in the 
history of this body. In spite of a number of vacancies — 


during a great part of the year, and of illness of pastors » 
which hindered the work of ingathering, this convention 


will close with over 3,000 communicants, a net gain of 
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nearly 1,000 in three years, and a gain for this year ‘of 


over 100 more than the original membership in 1891. God 
has surely blessed His work. 

During the year I have endeavored. to keep a covetal 
oversight of all the congregations. Official visits were made 


to Platteville, Ellsworth, River Falls, Wisconsin; and to 


Fargo, North Dakota; to North St. Paul; St. James, St. 


Paul; Lindstrom and Barrett, Minnesota. Regular cor- 
respondence was had with all the pastors in the interest of 


the several congregations, so that I have kept in touch with 
all the congregations as far as it was possible to do so. 


| DISMISSAL OF PASTORS. 


On October 23, on application of Rev. L. G. Grey, he 


was re gularly dismissed to the Pittsburg Synod, into the 


bounds of which he has accepted a call. 


On April 1, on the application of Rev. M. Ez. ine , 


he was dismissed to the Chicago Synod. 


On May 7, on application of Rev. A. C. Peterson, he 


was dismissed to the Danish Lutheran Church in America. 


PASTORAL CHANGES. . 
On July 22, I was notified that the Rev. H. K. Gebhart 


had resigned St. Mark’s, Fargo, and was about to accept a 


call to Platteville, Wis., to which place he removed in 
September, taking charge of the First Church in that city 
on September 28. 
In July last, the Rev. D. E. Featherolf, of Kempton, 
Pa., took charge of St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, but re- 
mained only a few months and returned again to Pennsyl-

RIVER FALLS, WISCONSIN. | 


| Early in September, I received a letter from the pastor 
at River Falls urging me to attend a meeting of our congre- 
gation in that city, as its very existence and the existence 
of English Lutheranism in that city was at stake. Salem 
congregation was organized and worshiped in the church 
owned by the First Lutheran Church, (Norwegian) of River 
Falls, which still existed as an organization, although it had 
no longer regular services, and a number of its members 
had united with Salem congregation. The building was had 
rent free. Without the co-operation of the remaining ~ 
members of the ‘‘First’” Church—which had been promised 
when Salem Church was started, but for reasons which need 
not here be explained, was not realized—there was very little 
hope of building up a strong English congregation in River 
Falls for years to come. Besides, the members of the con- 
gregation were discouraged because of a failure of their ex- 
pectations. At this juncture came an overture from the 
remaining members of the First Church, who owned the 
property, for Salem congregation to unite withthem. They 
proposed to revise their constitution so as to conform with — 
that adopted by the Salem congregation, and that as soon 
as the Salem congregation accepted the overture a congre- 
_ gational meeting should be called and a church council 
. elected from both parties. It was to the meeting when this 
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overture should be discussed that I was invited. The meet- 
ing was held and the matter considered from every point 


_of view, and the unanimous conclusion was, that, in the in- 


terest of our Lutheran Church in River Falls, the best thing 
to do was to accept the overture. The meeting was held in 


_ the evening of September 15, 1902, after due announcement, 


when it was resolved that as soon as the First Lutheran 
Church of River Falls revises its constitution to conform to 
that of the Salem congregation, the Salem congregation dis- 
band as an organization and that its members be enrolled 
in the ‘‘First’’ Church. The result of that union, although 
it is temporarily the loss to the Synod of a congregation, is 
the strengthening of our English work in western Wisconsin, 
and River Falls will soon have an English Lutheran congre- 
gation, together with a church building which can take its 
place alongside of the other English churches in that city. 


STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 


Nearly all of our congregations report material progress, 
‘and all look hopefully into the future. St. John’s, Minne- 
apolis, has vigorously attacked its debt, and between $2,000 © 


and $3,000 has already been paid, and the work of liquida- 


tion is to be carried on vigorously in the hope that before 
long the whole amount will be cancelled.. The present ill- 
Memorial, 
St. Paul, has also been wrestling with a mortgage which 
became due, and a large part has been paid. These two 
oldest congregations in the Northwest just celebrated the 
twentieth anniversary of their organizations. Memorial 


‘Church is the first congregation in our Synod to employ a 
parish deaconess. 


‘Trinity, St. Paul, has been prospered 
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as never before. The chairs in the church have given place 
to pews, and the stoves to a furnace. The pastor of ‘St. 
Paul’s, Red Wing, has been teaching theology in the Nor- 
wegian Seminary in addition to his pastoral work. Salem, 
Minneapolis, has taken a long step in advance in ceasing to 


_ bea mission and is now self-supporting. This makes the 
fourth of our congregations started as missions and sup- 


ported by the General Council’s Board of Home Missions 
to become self-supporting. This gives us eight self-sustain- 
ing parishes, of which sevenare in Minnesota, while five years 
ago there were but two. St. John’s, Duluth, has improved 


the parsonage at considerable expense and paid off some of 


its church debt, and besides, had the most prosperous year 
in its history in spite of the serious illness of the pastor. St. 
Mark’s, North St. Paul, had a pastor for several months, 


but is again vacant. Under the care of Pastor Haupt it 


seems to have awakened into new life. We fondly hope 


that it will soon be put into a position to call a pastor. St. 


James, St. Paul, was vacant during a greater part of the 
year. The advent of a pastor has inspired new hope and 
they are now making an earnest effort to secure their own 
church property. The Goodhue parish has had a change 
of pastors, and the residence of the pastor has been changed 
from Goodhue to Cannon Falls. Trinity Church, Lind- 


strom, has proved the importance of an English Church in | 
that locality in the large accession of members after the 


completion of their church, and the healthful influence the 
congregation exerts on the community. St. Mark’s, in the 
northern part of Minneapolis, though without a pastor, and 
with no Sunday services from September to June, has grown 
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from 14 to 42 communicants. Holy Trinity, West Duluth, 
has also added to its membership under similar conditions. 
They have bought a lot and expect to build a church this 
summer. St. Mark’s, Fargo, North Dakota, was vacant 
from September to March, but is much encouraged since the 
They expect to enlarge and 
improve their church this summer. 

The Wisconsin churches seem to have had the largest 
growth during the year just closed. The Church of the 
Redeemer, at Milwaukee, received an Easter offering of 
$1,350.and has been able to materially reduce itsdebt. The 
accessions have been the largest in its history. The Church 
of the Holy Communion, Racine, has the largest Sunday- 
School in the Synod, and is already recognized as one of 
the leading English churches in that city. The Church of 
the Holy Trinity, La Crosse, has taken a long step in ad- 


vance by being able to pay off part of their church debt, and 


they expect to become self-supporting during the year. The 
Elisworth and River Falls parish promises well. At Ells- 


_ worth a lot is about being secured for a church, and at 
- River Falls a new church ‘is to be built this summer. 


Grace 
Church, Kenosha, has gathered strength and is making 
preparations to build a church this year. The First Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church, at Platteville, has had a most 
phenomenal growth, showing the ripeness of the field in that 


locality. The net increase of communicant membership is 


121. 
English Lutheran work in the Northwest is no longer an 


experiment but it is making its influence felt far beyond the 
bounds of our Synod. The English Lutheran Church is be- 
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ginning to be known and respected, while by some it is 
feared lest it attract their young people and so cause a 
weakening of their congregations. There is no need for 
fear where pastors do their duty, as our work is not to cause 
disintegration by making inroads on other congregations, 
but it is to gather in those whom they can not reach, and to | 
aid in the salvation of the unchurched masses. 

THE PROTOCOL. 

_ There seems to have been a misunderstanding by the sev- 

- eral secretaries of the Synod, after the first incumbent was 
elected President, with respect to the writing up of the proto- — 
col. My attention was called to this by a remark, incident- 
ally made by the late Secretary, that no provision had been 
made ‘‘for writing the minutes in the protocol.’’ Had 
the remark not been made we would to-day find last year’s 
protocol not written up. The protocol is of no value if it is 
_amere copy of the printed minutes. It should contain every 
thing that is done or presented at the Synod, even if it is 
excluded from the printed minutes. The transcribing of — 
the protocol is often a long and tedious work ; I would, there- 
fore, recommend that a small appropriation be made to the 
Secretary as partial remuneration for writing up the protocol. 

CONFERENCES. 

~The Consititution of the Synod makes provision for con- 
ferences. Art. X, 1 reads: ‘‘The Synod shall be divided 
into District Conferences, the boundaries and extent of which 
shall be determined from time to time as the Synod shall 
direct.’? Twelve years have expired since the adoption of 
said Article, and it has remained practically a dead letter. 
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In 1895, the President, in his annual report said: <‘It would 
be proper at this time to complete our action with reference 
to Organizing the Conferences.”’ It appears from the minutes 
_ of the same year that the Central Conference was organized 
on September 18, 1894, the President of Synod being present 
and preaching the opening sermon. In the report of the 
President at Red Wing, in 1896, is the following: ‘‘I repeat 
my suggestion of a year ago that the Central Conference 
be forthwith organized.’’ In 1898, (see minutes P. 25) in- 
stead of organizing the Central Conference§ provision was 


_ made for a Central Conference Committee and its boundaries 


defined. In 1900, (see minutes P. 40,) there was another 
evolution and the Central Conference Committee became 
the Central Mission Conference. Since then an Eastern 
Mission Conference has also been organized. Is it not high 
time that we carry out the provisions 6f our Constitution ? 
We should have a more complete Executive Committee for 
which the Constitution makes provision, and I would re- » 
spectfully urge that the Synod at this meeting complete its 


action with respect to Conferences so that the Executive 
Committee can be organized as provided for in the Consti- 


| 
SYNODICAL MISSION WORK. 


Has the time not arrived when the Synod of the North- 
west should earnestly take hold of the mission work within 
its bounds? With the exception of what a few individuals 
contributed for the purpose of beginning several missions, 
very little has been done in our churches directly for our 
own field, and we have been almost entirely dependent on 
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_ the General Couneil’s Board of English aaa Missions. 


The field which said Board endeavors to cover is so extended 


that we can not expect a large proportion of what i is actually 
needed to take hold of the most important points, hence a 


large Home Mission fund seems to be an. imperative _ 


necessity. The past year has shown the importance of this | 
more than ever.’ The harvest is over ripe, and oftentimes 
_ the laborers could be had were the means at hand to give — 
_ them adequate support until the congregations can take care 
of themselves. In many cases fields could be occupied that 
~ would in a few months become self-supporting congregations, ; 
but delay in starting because of a lack of funds may cause - 
the opportunity to slip from us and the field be lost. 
‘Besides, there are many points which might be occupied ~ 
where a little assistance for a few years would bring excel- 
lent results, but which the “Board”? would not receive on 
its funds. I candidly believe that, if we could appeal to our 
people and impress upon them the fact that their contribu- 
tions are for our own field, the response would be a largely 
increased Home Mission offering, nor would it materially 
_ interfere with the offering for General Council Home Missions 
at the time designated for that purpose. a: 
| CHURCH EXTENSION FUND. 


Another matter of great importance for the success of 
the mission work of the Northwest is an adequate Church 
_ Extension Fund to, in a measure at least, meet the wants of 
this territory. In many places congregations could be or- 
ganized which would in a short time become self-supporting, 
were they not obliged to struggle with a heavy debt in the 
effort to secure suitable church property. If we had a 
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‘Synod of.the Northwest Church Extension Society’”’ which 
could loan to congregations on this territory money without 
interest for a limited number of years, to be repaid and 
again loaned to others, our work would grow amazingly. 
Should not a beginning be made at once to accumulate such 
a fund for use alone on thisterritory? I believe that many 
persons would contribute to such a fund who would hardly 
contribute to the more general Church Extension Fund con- 
trolled by the Board in Philadelphia. | 


‘<THE LUTHERAN. 


I would again call special attention to 7he Lutheran, the 
official organ of the General Council. The religious press 
is one of the strongest aids in the work of the Church. In 
our day, when all sorts of literature is scattered broadcast, 
and is read by all classes, it is of the greatest importance 
that at least one paper of a positive christian character be 
in every Lutheran family. The Lutheran is decidedly the best 
religious family weekly in the Church. The management 
makes the modest request that 3,000 new subscribers be se- 
cured this year, of which number 1,000 has already been 
secured. While a goodly number of 7he Lutheran is to be 
found in our congregations, the number can no doubt with 
some effort be neers increased. 


THE BOARD OF ENGLISH HOME MISSIONS. 


Early this year I sicabved an official communication 
from the Board of English Home Missions of the General 
Council in which exception is taken to the construction placed 

by this body-upon the By-Laws governing the ‘‘Board,”’ 
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adopted: by the General: Council at the convention. at 


Lancaster, Ohio, in 1882. 


- The question had been raised i in congregations receiving 
_. part.of the support of the pastor from the Board of Home 


Missions, whether such a congregation was obliged to accept 


any one the ‘‘Board”’ might appoint, even if the congregation _ 

felt that he did not suit them, or whether the congregation | 

_ had the right to call their pastor as set forth in the consti- 
tution of the congregation. I saw fit to lay this matter 

before the Synod last year, see pages 19 and 20, and the — 


action taken, pages 45 and 46. The question involves the 


Tight of the congregation, receiving part of the support of » 


its pastor from the Board of Home Missions, to call its own 
pastor, subject to the approval of the Board. The action 


of the Board is to the effect that a congregation accepting — 


support surrenders its right of calling a pastor. The rule 
reads: (General Council minutes, 1882, p. 42, par. 3) 
‘*Each of the three committees of the General Council shall 
have power to make its own rules, fill all vacancies in its 
number, appoint all missionaries to the fields under its con- 
trol,”’ &c. This is interpreted to mean that the congrega- 


tion receiving ever so small an amount of aid from the Board — 
of Home Missions, becoming vacant, has no choice. in the. 

matter of a pastor, but must accept the man appointed, or — 
cease to be a mission of the ‘‘Board.”’, That the rule admits
